In a recent news article, printed 
in the San Francisco Chronicle, 
Ellen Frankfort, health 
columnist for the Village Voice, 


attacked the FDA for its 
sanction of DES 

According to the article, 
Frankfort stated that “... the 


FDA allows DES to be used in 
cases of rape, incest and mental 
(post-coital shock), but 
batined its use as feed 
because of the cancer threat...Its 
presence in our diet at 3 
micrograms has been banned 
(the cattle-feed scare), but 
women are given 80,000 times 
that amount 

“In contrast, cyclamates were 
banned by the FDA _ because 
they caused cancer when fed to 
mice in massive doses, even 
though humans take them in 
tiny doses.” 

The Chronicle further 
that Miss Frankfort, a 
researcher in social psychiatry at 
Harvard Medical School, said 
research indicated the drug 
either to save a foetus or to 
avoid one — was unnecessary 
85% of the time and had “a low 
rate of effectiveness.”

toward this college has been 
slightly shaded since the time 
the Alumni newspaper referred 
to him as a “benevolent 
Dictator.’ And I can’t deny that 
your contention that he ts 
indeed stepping on some already 
mushy toes and that he is quite a 
tough man seem only to 
reinforce such a view.
